Charles Stewart Parnell was 28 years 


old before he made his entry into the 
political arena How the step was taken 
is thus described by Mr. B. Barry 
O'Brien in his biography of the great 
Irish leader 


"One night during the general elec- 


tion of 1874 Parnell dined with his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Dickinson, in Dublin. 
After 


dinner Captain Dickinson said. 'Well, 
Charles, why don't yon go into parlia- 
ment? Why don't you stand for your 
native county ?' 


"To the surprise of every one at the 


table, Parnell said quickly 'I will 
Whom ought I to see t' 
" 'Oh,' said Dickinson, 'we will see 


about that tomorrow. The great thing 
is you have decided to stand.' 
" 'I will seej^bont it at once,' said 


Parnell 'I have made up my mind, and 
I won't wait Whom ought I to see ?' 
" 'I think Gray of The Freeman's 


Journal,' said John, who was also pres- 


en,'< ,Very well,' said Parnell, rising 
from the tahle, 'I shall go to him at 
once. Do you come with me, John.' 


«"The two brothers then went away to- 


gether. It was now 11 o'clock, and they 
found Gray at The Freeman's office 
He was amazed when Parnell entered 
and said, 'I have come to say, Mr. 
Gray, that I mean to stand for Wick- 
low as a Home Ruler.' " 


It was only the year after that, on the 


death of John Mitchel, Parnell was re- 
turned for Meath. At first it is plain 
that Parnell had few if any followers 
The ability of the representative from 
Meath was questioned. Butt was then 
the controlling power.

Whatever may have been the defen- 


sive value of martello towers a century 
ago it IMS entirely evaporated now. 
There are a good many of them on the 
coasts of Essex, Suffolk, Kent and Sus- 
sex. These massive round towers, some 
40 feet higS, were regarded as and very 
likely were splendid defenses at the 
time they were erected, but they have 
long been used only for coastguard pur- 
poses. Their name is derived from the 
Italian coast towers which were erected 
as a protection against pirates. Warn- 
ing that a suspicions craft was in sight 
was given by striking a bell with a 
martello.or hammer. It was the power- 
ful defense made in 1794 byLeTallier 
at the tower of Mortella with only 88 
men against a simultaneous sea and 
land attack, led by Lord Hood and Ma- 
jor General Dundas, 'which brought 
them into favor in this country. It waa 
thought that they would be a splendid 
defense against "Boney." — London

The Governor vetoed the following 


bills on Thursday: 


Senate Bill No. 43—An act to amend 


an act entitled an act to provide for 
the pnrahase of land for an Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station now estab- 
lished at Beno by the U. 8. Govern- 
ment. 


The reason for the veto was ou ac- 


count of an amendment that was at- 
tached to the original bill, which pro- 
vided that in case the State shall cease 
to use the land for experimental pur- 
poses, the same shall revert to Washoe 
county. 
The Governor in his veto 


says: 


"The State cannot afford to expend 


large sums of money in improving 
lands, the title of which is based on 
contingencies of any kind." 


This simply vetoes the act intending 


to amend the original bill; the orig- 
inal bill is signed and is a law. 


Senate substitute for Senate Bill No. 


10—An act regulating the payment of 
losses sustained by the holders of full 
paid up fire insurance policies. 


This bill was vetoed on the idea 


that no person having insurance on 
property should receive, after its de- 
struction by flre, a greater amount 
than the actual loss sustained. 


Assembly Bill No. 72—An act to pro- 


vide revenue to the State and repeal 
acts relative thereto. This bill was 
vetoed on account of its being lost in 
the Senate as its history shows: "Four- 
teen against with 7 absent, the history 
of the bill itself being incorrect." 


Assembly Bill No. 104 was vetoed on 


account of failure of its passage in the 
Senate. The history of the bill shows 
that in the Senate the vote was, yeas 
none, nays 13, absent 2,

The defeat of this 
measure, one of the few of the real 
benefits to ;the people passed by the 
last legislature, adds another infamy 
to the lottery bill, the Lieutenant- 
Governor larceny and the petty steal 
of the Deputy State Treasurer. These 
are enough to damn the Silver party 
forever.—Elko Independent.

Governor who would veto a bill on a 
trifling clerical error, whether inten- 
tional or otherwise, when its history 
showed that it had been voted upon 
and passed by a two-thirds majority in 
both houses? Muny people wondered 
at the time why Mr. Wallace permitted 
the bill to pass, when he could so easily 
have defeated it in the legislature.
